GJOEVIK, Norway, Oct. 19 
(UP) — An explosion ripped 
through the Raufoss munitions 
factory today. First reports 
said four .persons were killed 
and 20 others injured. 

Ammunition was reported to 
have blown up in one of the 
underground storage chambers 
of the factory, which is built 
under solid rock insthis city 65 
miles north of Oslo. 

The plant is government- 
owned and is a chief supplier 
of ammunition for North At- 
lantiec Treaty Organization 
forces. It was built with the 
help of United States funds 
supplied through the Marshall 
plan aid program. 

One report said a consign- 
ment of 150,000 percussion caps 
exploded. Company officials 
and police refused to give out 
further details. 

Officials said, however, that 
there’ was no danger of any 
further explosions’ and that 
rescue teams were trying to 
force their way into the af- 
fected area. 

Company spokesmen said it 
could not be determined im- 
mediately how many persons 
were working in the wunder- 
ground storage chamber when 
the blast occurred. Normally, 
about 100 work in the chamber.

EN ROUTE WITH NIXON, 
Oct. 19—Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon will end his second 
campaign tour of 10,000 miles 
in 14 states tonight in Balti- 
more, Md., and will leave next 
Monday on a third campaign 
swing which will take him by 
plane and train to Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, Montana, 
Washington, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia. 

Today, going from New York's 
~La Guardia field by plane to 
New Castle, Del., he continued 
to Wilmington, Del., where he | 
also spoke in support of the Re- 
publican campaign theme of 
“peace, prosperity and prog- | 

ress.” 

Last night the Vice President 
took part of the load off the 
shoulder of President Eisen- 
hower by speaking at the 
twelfth annual Alfred E. Smith | 
Memorial Foundation dinner at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
where he was introduced by | 
Cardinal Francis Spellman, | 
president of the foundation. 

The contrast between the lot 
of the Russian citizen and the 
American is a contrast “between 
darkness and light,” the Vice 
President said. 

Cites Resistance. 

“It is not that we are without 
fault or that we have perfectly | 
lived up to our ideals. We had 
slavery during the first 76 years 
of our nation’s history. There 
has been discrimination based 
on race, religion and national 
origin. Even today there is re- | 
sistance to the granting of our 
Negro citizens their full rights 
under the law. 

“We lived through the anti- 
foreign riots of the know-noth- 
ing days and the hooded terror 
of the Ku Klux Klan. Each 
time, we emerged a stronger 
nation, ashamed of prejudice 
and hate and more determined 
to give equal justice to all. 

“I feel sure we shall pass | 
through our present crisis with | 
equal credit,” he continued. | 
“Most of us here will live to 
see the day when American boys 
and girls shall sit, side by side, 
at any school—public or private 
—with no regard paid to the | 
color of their skin. Segregation, | 
discrimination and _ prejudice | 
have no place in America. And | 
I can report to you tonight that 
men of good will in all sections 
of our land are working with 
complete devotion toward the 
day when the American ideal of 
equality of opportunity is a 
reality for all our people.” 


Expands Philosophy. 


Nixon went on to declare that | 
from the founding of the nation | 
the dignity of men and women | 
as individuals has been rec-. 
ognized. 

“Equality to us is basically a| 
religious ideal,” he continued. 
“It does not refer to talent, | 
ability, culture or background, | 
for we differ in those respects. | 
It does not even refer to equal- | 
ity of opportunity; this is a con- 
sequence, rather than the sub- 
stance of our belief. Equality 
means one simple thing—in the 
words of Al Smith—‘We believe 
in the common brotherhood of 
man under the common father- 
hood of God.” 

“The Supreme Court decision 
outlawing segregation in schools 
is only a step in a continuing 
process of giving substance and 
vitality to our democracy. 

“All of us have the re-| 
sponsibility of implementing | 
the American dream of equality. | 

Our churches and schools, our | 
labor unions and employer as- 
sociations, farm groups and city 
groups, and the countless asso- 
ciations and societies we have 
formed, all must work together | 
toward our great objective.” |

Stevenson's Youngstown’ Speech 
On His Draft Idea —- ‘A Proposal 
For Strengthening Armed Forces’ 


>We Need a Type of Military Personnel 


_ Which Our Present System. Does Not 
Give Us,’ Says Nominee—Assails Ad- 
ministration’s Indifference. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., Oct. 19 (AP). 
Here is the tert of Adlai E, Stevenson's speech here 
last night: 
EMEMBER that four years ago my schedule brought me to 
[vounesiown at an hour of the day when many of you were 
at work—or were supposed to be—and I had been duly warned 
to expect a small crowd. But there was a wonderful turnout. 


And I have come back.to visit 
you again not because of any 
doubt of Youngstown’s loyalties, 
but at least in part because it 
is pleasant to be where every- 
one’s so friendly. 

And this goes in a very 
special way for a man here to- 
night whom I have known a 
long time and for whom_I share 
with you a very great affection 
—and I mean Mike DiSalle. 

As a former Governor, I 
know how tough a job it is to 
run the executive offices of a 
big state. I know, too, that Mike 
DiSalle has the toughness, the 
integrity, the experience and 
the broad vision to do the job, 
and that he will prove to be 
one of the wisest, ablest and 
most effective Governors Ohio 
has ever had. 

I have only one regret to- 
night—that we can not have 
with us my running mate, Estes 
Kefauver. 

I came to know Estes 
Kefanver last spring as a great 
fighter—and I've got some scars 
to prove it. I have come to 
know him now as a_ great 
partner, and a loyal friend— 
and not just my friend, but the 
friend of every Joe Smith in 
the country. 

When anybody asks me about 
the basic differences between 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties, my answer that one 
basic difference this year is that 
our vice presidential candidate 
doesn’t have to turn over any 
new leaf when he goes before 
the people. He has a consistent 
record of defending and speak- 
ing out for the public interest.

Rejuvenated Party. 

Well, Sénator Kefayver and 
I have been hard -at. it ever 
since. We ners here bo you 
last spring, And everywhere we 
Rave found rejuvenated party, 
buoyant and vigorous, and 
people responding eagerly to 
the issues, people who are not 
content with the @eluge of re- 
assurance and half truths from 
Washington. , 

The issues before the country 
have emerged much. more 
clearly in these past few weeks 
and so his the people’s mood— 
clearly enough, incidentally, 
that the Republican managers 
have decided that while they 
don’t mind a part-time Presi- 
dent, they can’t stand a part- 
time candidate. 

I want to talk with you to- 
night about what I think is in 
some ways a Startling and 
surely a significant thing that 
has developed, in this cam- 
paign. It isn’t news by any 
means and yet I don’t believe it 
has come out so clearly before. 
We realize more and more that 
the political lines in this coun- 
try are now sharply drawn be- 
tween those who are satisfied 
with things exactly as they are 
and those who feel, on the 
other hand, that there is still 
a tremendous lot to be done 
in America and the world. 

And I don’t need to fill in the 
names of the parties either. 
There are only 19 days left 
until the election. And so far 
the Republican candidates 
haven't made on single new 
proposal or suggestion for con- 
ducting the affairs of this 
country. 

hey say, smugly, that they 
are running on their record. 
What record? Or maybe I 
should say whose record? For 
the fact is that the Republicans’ 
proudest boast when they re- 
turn the keys of office next 
January wil] be that they have 
left things not too much worse 


‘than they found them—thanks, 


I may add, to a Democratic 
Congress these last two years. 

It isn’t just that these Re- 
publicans lack any new ideas. 
They seem to despise any new 
ideas. When someone makes 
a proposal for strengthening 
America, the automitic Rz-- 
publican response is to call 
the proposal immoral, irre- 
sponsible, dishonest, deceit- 
ful, theatrical and even 
wicked. And worst of all, 
afraid to face a new idea, 
they twist and distort it until 
public understanding or dis- 
cussion becomes .almost im- 
possible. 

This isn’t accident. It is the 
deliberate design of a politi- 
cal leadership which doesn’t 
want voters to think, which 
knows its own bankruptcy of 
new plans for a new America, 
and knows that its one for- 
lorn hope is to wage the 
biggest advertising campaign 
in the histery of American 
politics. 

They talk of peace but they 
refuse to talk—and ‘they try to 
keep the rest of us talking— 
about how we can win the peace. 

_ J have repeatedly said, and I 
am glad that the Republican 
candidate now agrees, that there 
is no difference between the 
two: parties on the goal of a 
peaceful world. America has no 
war party, just as it has *no 
peace party. 

But there are important dif- 
ferences about what real peace 
means and about how we can 
achieve it, , 

We are deeply grateful that 
the guns are stilled and we are 
got now engaged in a shooting

But we know, too, that the 
uneasy condition that prevails 
in the world today which they 
call “peace” is based on a bal- 
ance of terror which is a dan- 
gerous foundation. 

World in Three Camps. 

The world is divided into 


three camps, the Communist / 


block, the free block, and the 
uncommitted or neutral na- 
tions. The cold war, in its 
larger sense, is a struggle for 
the allegiance of these nations 
which have not yet made their 


‘choice between freedom and 


Communism, 

When they do choose, it will 
tip the scales of the world and 
surely history’s greatest de- 
mand upon this generation is 
that we throw America’s full 
weight into this crucial balance. 

We know that the world is 
spendng one hundred billion 
dollars a year on war—three 
and one-half times more than 
is being spent on the health, 
education and welfare of all the 
hunvan race put together. 

America alone is spending al- 
most $1000 a year for every 
family in the United States. In 
the last three years we have 
spent three times as much 
money on defense as in any oth- 
er three years peacetime period 
in our entire history. And I’m 
astonished that the Eisenhower 
Administration is so proud and 
pleased and content with this 
situation. ' 


I am not content. And neither 
are you. This isn’t what we 
mean by peace. It’s only an 
armed truce. And it calls for 
a people’s decision as to how 
we are to achieve that true 
peace which can only come if 
America leads the way. 

I have urged in this cam- 
paign that we face up to the 
great issues which are present- 
ed in today’s struggle for peace. 
They call for strength—and this 
strength takes many forms. 
They call for new answers to 
new problems, 


In our struggle for peace we 
have to think of everything we 
do from ail points of view — 
our security, the affect on 
others—friend, foe, or neutral. 

I have suggested the possi- 
oflity of establishing a. weria 
policy of ‘stopping the test ex- 
plosion of huge H-bomb. We 
are in a way—we, Britain and 
the Soviet Union — custodians 
for all mankind, being present- 
ly the sole -possessors of these 
ghastly weapons. We owe it 
to the people of the world to 
exercise the fullest measure of 
responsibility in the use of this 
elemental fire for its dangers 
are pollution of the world’s 
atmosphere and devastation and 
injury to the human race here- 
tofore undreamed of in war. 

So, for the sake of all peo- 
ples everywhere as well as our- 
selves, we must do everything 
we can do to curb this ugly 
monster which has been un- 
leashed. 

Age of Complex Weapons. 

But it is of our security in a 
less universal matter that I 
wanted to speak particularly to- 
night. 

We are living in an age of 
complex new weapons and new 
military techniques. 


I said earlier in this campaign 
before the American Legion 
convention in Los Angeles that: 

“Many military thinkers be- 
lieve that the armies of the 
future, a future now upon us, 
will employ mobile technically 


trained and highly professional | 


units, equipped with tactical 
atomic weapons. Already it has 
become apparent that our most 
urgent need is to encourage 
trained men to re-enlist rather 
than to multiply the number of 
partly trained men as we are 
currently doing.” 

I noted in connection with 
this matter of meeting the 
increasingly urgent need for 
experienced and professional 
military personnel that this 
may well mean that we will 
need and want in the fore- 
seeable future to turn to a 
method other than the draft 
for procuring such personnel. 

This suggestion has been 
taken by some—and deliber- 
ately misconstrued by others— 
as a proposal for weakening 
our armed forces. It is exactly 
the opposite. It is a proposal 
for strengthening our armed 
forces. ? 

The point is simply that we 
need more and more today a 
type of military personnel, 
experienced and professional, 
which our present draft sys- 
tem does not give us. The 
draft means a tremendous 
turnover in our military per- 
sonnel and a resultant high 
proportion of inexperienced 
personnel. And there is am- 
ple evidence that this inex- 
perienced personnel is not 
meeting today’s needs. 

The assistant deputy chief of 
staff of personne) for the 
Army, Maj. Gen. Donald P. 
Booth, said this to a congres- 
sional committee last May 31: 

“The use of:selective service, 
with its short period of duty, 
causes a heavy turnover of 
personnel throughout the Army 
to the detriment of efficiency, 
unit spirit, economy and battle 
worthiness . .. the two year 
system is not conducive to 
economy nor stability. 

“Seventy one per cent of the 
Army’s enlisted strength is 
composed of personnel with less

The experts are members of 
the scientific committee on the 
effects of atomic radiation, 
which was established by the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations last fall at the sugges- 
tion of the United States. 

The agenda was drawn up 
last April, before the question 
of further hydrogen bomb tests 
became a subject of political 
controversy in the United 
States. 

At that time the committee 
requested special reports from 
members of the United Nations 
and its specialized agencies on 
strontium 90, a deadly isotope 
produced by hydrogen bomb 
tests; measurement procedures 
on the amount of fall-out and 
the amount of natural radio- 
activity, independent of atomic 
or hydrogen activities, in indi- 
vidual countries.

Meanwhile, Adlai E. Steven- 
son, the Democratic presidential 
candidate, has called for a 
world agreement to halt hydro- 
gen bomb tests.

Who Goes 115 M.P.H.? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am a daily reader of your paper, 
which for the most part I believe is 
one of the best. However, there is 
one matter which continues to annoy 
me. This concerns the continual 
exaggeration of speeds at which the 
local police and patrol are pursuing, 
intercepting and supposedly clocking 
traffic violators. 

It’s no secret that the speedometer 
in the stock American automobile is 
inaccurate to the point of 10 per 
cent in the 30 to 70 m.p.h. range and 
even more as the speed increases. 
Anyone can verify this for them- 
selves by reading simple perform- 
ance reports published in automobile 
magazines. Or they can run their 
own particular car against the clock 
at the nearest supervised drag strip. 

When the _ police department 
makes and the newspaper prints ri- 
diculous statements like, “Ne was 
clocked at 100 m.p.h. through a 
crowded residential section” or, “We 
were going 115 m.p.h., and he was 
pulling away from us in a stock 1954 
Ford,” this not only makes the police 
department look bad, but unneces- 
sarily alarms the average reader who 
is not so well informed. 

For instance, the fastest any stock 
°654 Ford is going to clock is about 93 
or 94 m.p.h.; and only about 88 or 
89 m.p.h. if the car has Fordomatic 
transmission. These figures are for 
ears in top condition. 

My suggestion is that all police 
and patrol cars to be equipped with 
properly calibrated tachometers to 
stop all this guessing. If some of 
these law enforcement officers still 
think they are going as fast as their 
speedometers say they are, I would 
like to see them run their cars 
through the traps just for their own 
information. I think they will agree, 
when one first gets out on the high- 
way after driving slow around town, 
the sensation of speed is much great- 
er. The psychological effect of rap- 
id change of pace is more deceiving 
than speed itself. 

I have a deep respect for the po- 
lice and the job they are doing, but 
at the same time, I am challenging 
the speed at which some of their ac- 
tion supposedly takes place.

Stanard vs. Eagleton 


By far the most important of the St. Louis 
races on the November ballot is that for the 
office of Circuit Attorney. The contest to de- 
cide who shall represent the people in criminal 
cases for the next four years is between men 
who are seeking office for the first time. 

These two men are Thomas F. Eagleton, Dem- 
ocrat, and William K. Stanard II, Republican. 
Mr. Stanard at 41 is a relatively young man. 
Mr. Eagleton, who is 27, could hardly be much 
younger and still have completed his legal 
education. 

Both men are most attractive personally. They 
make excellent appearances. They talk well. 
They leave the impression that they are eager 
to serve the community and to that end will 
devote their large stores of energy and ability. 

The educational records of the nominees are 
similar. Both went to Country Day school and 
won honors. Mr. Stanard was graduated from 
Princeton’ University and then took his law 
degree at Harvard. Mr. Eagleton, after gradu- 
ating from Amherst College, studied at Oxford 
University, England, and Harvard Law School. 

In the current campaign each has demon- 
strated that he thinks about the important func-. 
tion of the prosecutor and his function in so- 
ciety. Mr. Eagleton has proposed that a full- 
time psychiatric clinic be established in the 
criminal divisions of the Circuit Court. _Mr. 
Stanard has proposed that the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office decide whether to prosecute in many 
cases which are now taken to the grand jury. 
Both are for a change that would permit the 
trial judge instead of the jury to ff& the pen- 
alty in Circuit Court convictions. Many other 
recommendations could be cited. 

If the candidates and their candidacies are 
so much alike, how is the voter to distinguish 
between them? 

The biggest difference lies in the fact that 
Mr. Stanard has been practicing law since 1940, 
except for the four years he was in the Navy, 
whereas Mr. Eagleton, who also was in the 
Navy, is only three years from law school. 

In addition to work in a highly respected St. 
Louis law firm, and as a court-appointed de- 
fense counsel for indigent defendants, Mr. Stan- 
ard was for 18 months a special assistant United 
States Attorney in the prosecution of labor 
racketeers in St. Louis. 

Mr. Eagleton’s law experience has been .pri- 
marily in the legal department of Anheuser- 
Busch as assistant general counsel and in asso- 
ciation with his well-known father in the private 
practice of law. 

If Mr. Eagleton is elected, St. Louis can 
expect him to take ability, vigor and the en- 
thusiasm of youth, such as marked Soseph W. 
Folk a half century ago, to the circuit attorney- 
ship. If Mr. Stanard is elected the community 
can expect ability, vigor and greater maturity, 
such as only time and experience can develop. 

Also if Mr. Stanard is elected he would not be 
beholden in any way to the Democratic organiza- 
tion for his office. It has frequently been said 
that the Republicans could not hope to challenge 
the overpowering Democratic organization until 
the G.O.P. put up some able nominees, worthy 
of election. In their nominee for Circuit Attor- 
ney the Republicans have such a candidate. 

In short, on all-around considerations Mr. 
Stanard is the better qualified of the two at 
this time and this is no disparagement of the 
talents of Mr. Eagleton. For this reason the 
Post-Dispatch recommends the election of the

William K. Stanard II, 
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Nobel Prize With an Old Moral 


An American doctor, a German and a French- 
man—now a New Yorker—are to receive the 
Nobel prize for medicine. The three—Dr. Dick- 
inson W. Richards Jr., Dr. Werner Forssmann 
and Dr. Andre F. Courand—are being honored 
for the introduction of heart catheterization and 
for the developments this has made possible in 
the treatment of heart ailments. 

There is a rather obvious moral here for those 
more concerned with the politics than the sci- 
ence of atomic fission and fusion. It is that there 
really are no national boundaries in science. 
Just as important is the fact that scientific co- 
operation which ignores these boundaries may 
produce greater results than may be expected of 
the parochial exploitation of a discovery. 

It was the German, Dr. Forssmann, who first 
conceived the idea that a tube might be guided 
into the human heart to help the physician to a 
better understanding of its action. When he an- 
nounced that he would be his own “guinea pig” 
to demonstrate this procedure, his German col- 
leagues told him that would be suicidal. 

Even after two successful demonstrations they 
took so little interest in it that the discouraged 
Dr. Forssmann turned to other work. But a decade 
later at Columbia University Dr. Richards and 
Dr. Courand refined the technique so that today 
cardiologists regard it as indispensable. 

Thus do many minds contribute to the accumu- 
lation of knowledge. And he who would block 
this approach must have very good reasons in- 
deed for a scientific black-out. 
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Water Monopoly by the Nibble 


Monopoly of land need not be feared. 
The question for legislators to solve is to 
devise some practicable means by which... 
water monopoly (may be) prevented, 

These prophetic words about the American 
West, written 78 years ago, re-echo totay with 
a new and timely warning. 

They were written by the great geologist 
Maj. John Wesley Powell in the first report on 
the arid regions of the United States. One of 
their consequences was the enactment by Con- 
gress 54 years ago of a 160-acre limit on the 
land for which any one person may obtain irri- 
gation water from public works. 

That wise and useful law was breached by 
Congress itself this year in the case of the 
Washoe project in Nevada. The act authorizing 
that project provided that land-owners could, in 
effect, buy their way around the 160-acre limit 
by repaying with interest the federal investment 
in irrigation works used to provide water in 
excess of that limit. 

Now state officials of California are thinking 
of asking Congress to apply the Washoe prece- 
dent to the San Luis irrigation project in their 
state. The purpose would be to obtain the co- 
operation of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
which has announced that it will not agree to 
dispose of sizable holdings in the project area 
to come within the limitation. 

Acreage limitation is thus in danger of being 
nibbled away by exceptions, an even more in- 
sidious method than an outright battle for its 
repeal would be. In an openly: acknowledged 
effort to do away with the 160-acre limit entirely 
there would at least be the major debate in 
Congress which would inform and arouse the 
public regarding its interests. 

Congress will be false to its trust if it does 
not put an end at once to the making of 
exceptions from the 160-acre limit. It is possi- 
ble that the mechanization of agriculture, which 
has brought about a general increase in the size 
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of family farms, may require consideration of a 
larger irrigated unit. But if so, the advocates of 
this policy should lay their case before the 
public on its merits. 


Swallowing ‘Nixon | 

There may or may not be a “new” Nixon, but 
a new attitude toward the Vice President is de- 
veloping among some Eisenhower supporters. 

A few months ago, when the atmosphere was 
a little more rational than it is now, Mr. Nixon 
commanded little support except from the Re- 
publican right wingers who know that he is their 
man. Today, even such an ordinarily respected 
voice as that of The New York Times is raised 
in his behalf. Its editorial in support of Mr. 
Eisenhower, which we quote in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion, gives a display of the intellec- 
tual contortions required to swallow Mr. Nixon. 

In effect The Times is saying that, although 
Mr. Nixon regrettably has no principles, expedi- 
ency would undoubtedly impel him, should he 
become President, to behave like an “Eisen- 
hower Republican.” ' 

That is the rationalization of ratjonalizations, 
On the same principle, The Times could argue 
for an Eisenhower-MéCarthy ticket. On the same 
principle; it could be argued that the identity 
of the Republican vice presidential nominee is 
a point of indifference, because any successor 
to Mr. Eisenhower would know that the way to 
be popular is to be an “Eisenhower Republican.” 

Contrary to the “not unreasonable assump- 
tion” of The Times, the record, character and 
political history of Mr. Nixon are most painfully 
relevant to the issue. This year of all years, it 
matters a great deal that the Republican candi- 
date for Vice President is the man who climbed 
to power on a staircase of smear, slander and 
deceit; the man who denounces “Democratic 
wars” and who himself advocated American par- 
ticipation in an Indochina war; the man who 
voted against social security, public housing and 
REA, and yet professes for campaign purposes 
to be a “liberal”; the man who sold a piece of 
himself to campaign contributors, and tried to 
make a virtue out of it; the man who poses as a 
good will ambassador, and has created immeasur- 
able ill will for the United States in India; the 
man who would be all things to all men, and 
shows no “evidence of deeply rooted and con- 
sistently held principles.” | 

All this matters very much, and serious voters 
will weigh it carefully against the requirements 
of the presidency. A President, as Adlai Steven- 
son said at Flint, Mich., “must be President of 
all the people; he must unite our country and 
not divide it; he must stand above suspicion.” 
Mr. Nixon does not begin to qualify. Conscien- 
tious citizens cannot close their eyes to that fact. 
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First Step, With Hope 

Russia’s willingness to enter into an agree- 
ment to stop testing nuclear weapons is a re- 
minder that an opportunity may be passing by. 
It underlines the urgency of the debate between 
President Eisenhower, who declares H-bomb test- 
ing “an indispensable part of our defense,” and 
Adlai Stevenson, who calls for the United States 
to take the world lead in barring H-bomb tests. 

This restatement by Soviet U.N. Delegate 
Sobolev of the position he and Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Gromyko expressed last sum- 
mer may be worth less than face value. But in 
view of a rigid American demand for all or noth- 
ing in disarmament, the propaganda value of 
this overture to a beginning is obvious. 

There is no hope of solution where there is 
not enough hope to make a start and keep on 
making starts as long as the need of solution 
remains. The United States could say with 
Mr. Sobolev that “we believe this might be the 
first step toward a system of disarmament and 
eventual prohibition of the nuclear weapons.” 
Who can say positively it might not be? 
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Setback in the County 

The cause of Charter reform in St. Louis coun- 
ty has suffered a setback in the Council, and it 
ought not to go unnoticed. A resolution that 
would have directed Supervisor Matthews to 
name a 15-member citizens’ committee to sug- 
gest improvements in the Charter has been 
tabled until “next year.” If people interested in 
good government in the county do not keep after 
the Council, “next year” might be never. 

Councilman James H. J. McNary, Second Dis- 
trict Democrat, declared this is an “inopportune 
time” to consider Charter changes. He urged 
waiting until recommendations have been made 
by the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. This is 
a mistaken position. The Survey is primarily 
concerned with relationships as between local 
government units, while the’ Charter proposal 
is strictly an internal matter. : 

The county’s need is for a system under which 
efficient and economical government is possible. 
With virtually all its major administrative of- 
fices headed by elected officials and staffed by 
patronage employes, the county is nowhere near 
so businesslike as it should be. 

Most of these offices ought to be staffed from 
the top down on the basis of merit. There is 
neither a Republican nor a Democratic way of 
being Highway Engineer, Publie Administrator, 
Treasurer, Assessor, Coroner or Sheriff. 

Neither Councilman McNary nor any of his 
colleagues has produced anything resembling 
compelling justification for delaying action on 
an examination of the Charter by a citizens’ 
group. Under the circumstances, Supervisor 
Matthews should suggest that the Council re- 
consider its: position, and the members should 
go along with him. This is too important to be 
held over to an indefinite time “next year.” 
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Smoke Over Tobacco Valley 

All is not well in New England's lower Con- 
necticut Valley, a region so famous for its tobac- 
co crops that it is known as Tobacco Valley. Its 
Broadleaf and Havana Seed tobacco have long 
been used as binder for the best American ci- 
gars. But now there is gloom because two-thirds 
of its 1955 natural-leaf binder crop was stored 
under government loan. 

According to ‘the Tobacco Valley growers, the 
use of hofhogenized tobacco leaf and reconsti- 
tuted cigar binder is hitting them hard. In 
either process the whole leaf is pulverized and 
stemmings, brokes and off-grades can be used. 
From 10 to 30 per cent non-tobacco additives are 
said to be used as cohesive and catalytic agents. 

But Tobacco Valley need not despair in the 
midst of this binder battle between agriculture 
and technology. Last year American men bought 
more than six billion cigars, the greatest num- 
ber since that fabulous year of 1929. And this 
year politicians have been passing out the cigars 
at a furious rate with their eyes on Nov. 6. 

We still know the soft, silky feel of a cigar 
with Tobacco Valley binder and the politicians, 
the fathers of new babies and other dispensers 
of good will don’t seem to be going too far 
astray in their handouts. 
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The President accuses Mr, Stevenson of prom- 
ising “pie in the sky.” We await the reply that 
pie would be better than radioactive strontium.

Despite the sound and fury of the 
political campaign, the fact of over- 
riding importance in this year’s presi- 
dential election is that the choice lies 
between two men who share a middle- 
of-the-road position. 


The campaign which Mr. Stevenson 
has made reflects this basically moder- 
ate and responsible point of view. 
Mr. Stevenson has hit harder than he 
hit in 1952, but for the most part he 
has played within the bounds of pro- 
priety and fairness. We do, however, 
disagree sharply with Mr. Stevenson’s 
position on the Selective Service Act, 
and we are not reassured by the com- 
mitments Mr. Stevenson has made. 


The first of these commitments is in 
the area of farm policy. Mr. Stevenson 
has gone all-out for high, rigid price 
supports. We do not regard this as a 
sound policy. 

A second area in which Mr. Stevenson 
has made commitments that seem tous 
to be a cause of fu- 
ture trouble is in 
the matter of labor 
legislation. Mr. 
Stevenson has in- 
dorsed the idea of 
a “guaranteed an- 
nual wage” without 
reference to the 
special problems 
which suth a wage 
would raise for 
many industries. 
He has called for 
the outright repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. Finally, there is the matter of Mr. 
Stevenson’s commitments in the field 
of social welfare legislation. Emphasis 
has been almost exclusively on the re- 
sponsibility of the National Government 
in these matters and only to a small 
extent on the primary responsibility of 
State and local governments. 

We have already noted our disap- 
pointment over the President’s failure 
to support some of his own measures 
more vigorously. In our judgment, it 
has been a defect of leadership. 

Let us add here, as another of the 
things that have not gone the way we 
wish they might have gone, the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Nixon. Mr. Nixon’s career 
has certainly not revealed much evi- 
dence of deeply rooted and consistently 
held’ principles. Party strategy, rather 
than party policy, has been Mr. Nixon’s 
chief concern. 

Those independent voters who favor 
Mr. Eisenhower's re-election must rely, 
first, on the President’s apparently 
strong recovery to good health and, 
second, on the not unreasonable as- 
sumption that Mr. Nixon, who is above 
all adaptable and quick to follow the 
trend of public opinion, knows if he 
should ever assume the presidency that 
the Eisenhower brand of Republicanism 
is far more popular and successful than 
the Republicanism of reactionaries. 


The Eisenhower Record 


There are two persuasive arguments 
in favor of the re-election of the Presi- 
dent. First, despite disappointments, 
there is much in the record of the 
Eisenhower Administration that is of 
real and lasting value. Second, it is a 
matter of major importance that the 
modernization of the Republican party 
be carried forward under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Eisenhower. 

In the field of foreign policy the 
President has steered a course in close 
co-operation with our allies overseas 
and expanded the policy of mutual aid 
and guarantees wisely initiated by pre- 
vious Democratic Administrations, 

Meantime, at home, American busi- 
ness has been set free of bureaucratic 
controls from Washington. Employ- 
ment is high. Earnings are good. Best 
of all Mr. enhower has helped to cre- 
ate a spirit of goodwill and confidence 
in a time of tension. 

On the balance of the argument, we 
support the President for re-election.

these tested ingredients are combined 
with salty Roman legions, the spice of 
a mysterious curse, and the dressing of 
well-known characters such as Julius 
Caesar—how can the clever author miss 
tickling the palate of his reader? 


Well, Alfred Duggan does—that is, 
miss. He follows all the rules that 
should be sure-fire but his concoction 
is a trifle flat. The hero, telling his 
own story in awkward fashion, is a 
young nobleman, a mercenary in the 
Roman ranks, following the Eagles to 
the Tiber, to Greece, to Syria, and to 
capture far from his native Gaul. It is 
also the account of Acco, his comrade 
fleeing from the wrath of a fertility 
goddess, Pyrene — no infringentent 
of trademark intended. This-- in- 
flammatory Super - Woman purdues 
and harries the pair wherever they go. 
This bit of plot calls for considerable 
superstition, too much to be stomached 
today, although credible perhaps in a 
Caesarean Gaul. 
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Here and there a bit of wry wit 
creeps in, but not enough to lighten an 
interminable amount of endless expesi- 
tion and aimless monologue. Duggan 
has read his “Commentaries” and Gib- 
bon obviously but he performs the im- 
possible. He makes the Roman legion 
dull and the Gallic fighting fool turns 
into a dim-witted young businessman 
on a Mediterranean tour. There isn't 
enough sex to sell with the paperbacks. 
The travelogue doesn't contain enough 
scenery to appeal to holiday travelers. 
And even that. bald-headed little egotist 
Caesar is a dusty backdrop. The pace 
of Duggan’s stery is pedestrian. 


The most disappointing flaw in “Win- 
ter Quarters” is the absence ‘of blood 
and battles. There’s enly one major ac- 
tion and Duggan muffles the clashing 
swords even there. How can such a 
sure-fire spectacle miss fire? Perhaps 
the answer is that Duggan concentrated 
too much ‘on making Camillus an ordi- 
nary modern male engaged in a mat- 
ter-of-fact routine described in. com- 
monplaces. No matter where he went, 
he saw nothing for he had no eyes to 
see. And everything is tontrasted un- 
favorably with his native Gaul. Camil- 
lus is an insufferable young prig, a blue- 
stocking tourist from ‘the backwoods, 
and a bore. 
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In fact, the only character who comes 
through, and even that dimly, is the 
fat old toad, Marcus Licinius 
the Triumvir who made his pile as a 
five-percenter and big dealer in the 
political-commercial underworld of 
Rome’s fast-buck operators. Reminding 
us that corruption is an old Roman 
custom, rediscovered perpetually. in 
modern campaign years, this pal of 
Pompey and Caesar desires military 
laurels too, and thus sonte rea} respect 
around the Forum. So he makes his ill- 
fated excursion into the Middle East in 
search of glory and perhaps some plun- 
dered gold as well. After all, one might 
as well combine business and pleasure! 

He ends up a tired old man with 
Sagging paunch and bleary eyes. With 
Duggan’s underplaying of the full-dress 
drama, what might have been pitiful be- 
comes not even the death of a weary 
old salesman. Rome was a main-event 
town; Duggan has turned it into a third- 
rate road company on tour in the sticks.

team’s organizer and captain, 
«Was indeed a drag. He was 
lowest by far with his 653 
total. It is conceivable that 
had Dick Weber been bowling 
in his place and with condi- 
tions as right as they ap- 
parently were, Weber might 
have shot 767 and enabled the 
Buds to set‘a new all-time 
record. 


But, if past records are an 
indication, maybe the other 
members of the team would 
not have been quite so hot 
if Harris hadn’t been. there. 
Although Whitey bowls far 
less with the team than any 
of the others, he’s usually 
been around when the records 
were set. ‘ 

When the Budweisers shot 
a 3729 to lead the nation last 
year, Harris was on hand with 
a 635 total—low, of course. 
The season before that, when 
the Buds led the nation with 
3565, Harris helped qut with 
a 751. 

Going back a little farther, 
when the Pepsi-Cola team 
shot the country’s top single 
Zame store for the 1952-53 
season, 1285, Whitey was in 
the lineup. (He doesn’t recall 
his total.) And when the 
Ziern Antiques bowled 1300 
to lead the United States in 
the 1950-51 season, Whitey 
Harris shot a 245 game. 


A great deal of this may be 
coincidence. It still seems 
likely that if the Budweisers 
do shoot the highest three- 
game score in history this 
season it will be some night 
when they do have Don Car- 
ter, Ray Bluth, Pat Patterson, 
Tom Hennessey and Weber 
in the lineup and shooting en 
Alleys 7 and 8 at Floriss. 

But it might also be true 
that there is something about 
the presence of wise-crack- 
ing Whitey Harris that keeps 
the tension from mounting 
and helps the other men ig- 
nore the pressure. Whatever 
the reason for Whitey’s magic 
touch, the Buds better make 
Sure that their captain is at 
least sitting on the bench 
when they really go after the 
Hermanns’ record. 

Weber Gets Around. 

HE reason for Dick 

Weber's absence, by the 

Way, was an exhibition 
for AMF, his other employer, 
in Los Angeles. He bowled 
in a live TV show in Chicago 
on Tuesday night and flew to 
California on Wednesday.

on pasturage in areas contami- 
hated from hydrogen bomb fall- 
out. The strontium 90 becomies 
concentrated in bone tissue, 
which has an affinity for cal- 
cium, and is suspected of caus- 
ing bone tumors, leukemia and 
other dangerous or fatal dié- 
eases. It ady has been found 
to cause bone tumors in experi- 
mental animals. 


The strontium 90, instead of 
falling to the ground within a 
short time and within'a short 
distance of a hydrogen explo- 
sion, is carried into the strato- 
sphere, where it spreads over 
the whole earth and is depos- 
ited gradually over a period of 
y 


ears. 

The report last June of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
and National Research Council 
on the biological effects of 
atomic radiation contained in- 
formation on strontium 90 and 
other effects of fall-out. This 
report, which was submitted to 
the committee by the United 
States, indicated that the 
amount ef danger from external 
radiation, intluding the effects 
on newborn Peer meee was not 
—s at the present stage. 

e report said that while 
some children already had ac- 
cumulated “a measurable 
amount” of strontium 90 in 
their bodies this was only “a 
thousandth of what is consid- 
ered a permissible dose.” 

The report added that “stron- 
tium 90 is not a current threat, 
but if there were any substan- 
tial increase in the rate of con- 
tamination of the atmosphere, 
it could become one.” 

The British Medical Research 
Council declared last June, in 
a report requested by Prime 
Minister Eden, that at the pres- 
ent level of fall-out, “no detect- 
able increase” in the ill effects 
of strontium 90 could be ex- 
pected. 

However, it added: 

“Recognizing all the inade- 
quacy of our present knowledge, 
we cannot ignore the possibility 
that, if the rate of firing in- 
creases and particularly, if a 
greater number of thermo- 
nuclear (hydrogen) weapons are 
used, we could, within the life- 
time of some. now living, be ap- 
proaching levels at which ill- 
effects might be produeed in a 
small number of the popula- 
tion.” 

National Academy Report. 


The question of strontium 90 
was mere fully examined in the 
“summary reports” of the Na- 
tonal Academy of Sciences-Na- 
tional Research Council, which 
were submitted at the same 
time that the basic “report to 
the public” of the academy and 
cpuncil was issued last June. 

The summary report gave the 
Yindings of six committees, on 
genetics, pathology, meteo- 
rétogy, oceanography and fish- 
ery, agriculture and food sup- 
plies, and disposal and dispersal 
of radioactive wastes. The last 
named committee, headed by 
Abel Wolman, professor of sani- 
tary engineering at Johns Hop- 
kins University, concluded its 
report with the following state- 
ment on “fall-out considera- 
tions” 

“It is apparent that as of the 
present time the dispersal of 
radioactive material resulting 
from weapons testing has not 
been an environment con- 
taminemt of substantial public 
health significance.”

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than three years duty. About 
35 per cent of the Army 
are draftees who are with us 
only two years.

in the services for longer 
periods. 


By cutting down on turn- 
over, we can reduce the pres- 
ent enormous cost of train- 
ing replacement after reptace- 
ment. The money that is 
saved by this reduction in 
training costs can be used to 
pay our soldiers, sailors and 
airmen better salaries, to pro- 
vide them with improved 
working conditions and per- 
haps to offer special bonus in- 
ducements for longer service. 
In this way we can develop a 
more effective defense with 
higher morale and I believe 
no higher cost. 


Where there are needs for par- 
tircularly highly trained men, as 
for example in radar, electron- 
ics and other specialties, I think 
we should consider offering uni- 
versity scholarships which will 
provide specialized training in 
conjunction with a liberal edu- 
cation, to applicants, otherwise 
qualified, who will agree to 
spend a specific period in the 
forces. 


No one could feel more 
strongly than I do the impera- 
tive nevessity of keeping our 
armed forces at full strength. 
And I include the necessity of 
meeting our obligations on this. 
score. under the NATO agree- 
ments. 


What I have proposed, I re- 
peat, is a consideration—from 
the standpoint of military ef- 
fectiveness and from no other 
standpoint—of what is the best 
way of obtaining the military 
personnel we need. 


I do add, and I think I 
speak for every person in 
America, that we will count 
it a better day when we find 
that these military needs can 
best be met by a system 
which does not mean the dis- 
ruption of the lives of an 
entire generation of young 
men; which lets them plan 
their education and get 
started more quickly along 
life’s ordained course. 

This is, I submit, a matter 
that should be seriously con- 
sidered by the American peo- 
ple. The Republican candi- 
dates insist that it should not 
even be , that this 
isn’t the people’s business, 
and that with a military man 
in the White House things 
like this can best be left up 
to him. 

Well, I say just this: What 
is involved here is the secur- 
ity, perhaps the life or death 
of this nation.

What is 
involved here is whether 
there should be new ways of 
more effectively meeting new 
problems. And I say that 
these are decisions that must 
be made not by one man, not 
by one general, not even by 
one man as President—but by 
the American people.

The cur- 
rent situation in the branches 
of the service is very little in- 
centive to a young man to make 
a career out of the Army, Navy, 
Marines or Air Force.’ 

It was such testimony that 
persuaded the Democratic Con- 
gress in 1955 to pass a career 
incenfive act which resulted in 
base pay increases of from 7 
to 17 per cent for enlisted men.

SPANISH CITY GIVES 
PRIZES TO PARENTS 
WITH 12 CHILDREN 


JEREZ DE LA FRONTERA, 
Spain, Oct. 19 (INS)—The his- 
toric city which survived an in- 
yasion by the Romans and a 
700-year occupation by the 
Moors has surrendered to the 
American give-away craze. 

As part of the ancient har- 
vest fiesta this year celebrating 
the first pressing of the Span- 
ish sherry which has been its 
livelihood for more than two 
thousand years, the city of Jer- 
ez gave away the keys to 48 
modern apartments. 

The only requirements for 
contestants were that they have 
at least 12 children and have 
outgrown their old homes, 

Winners do not get the apart- 
ments completely free but the 
rentals they pay—$5 to $6 per 
month—are low enough to place 
the apartments within pocket- 
book reach of even the neediest, 

Jerez is a city of big fam- 
flies. Thus while a minimum 
of 12 children would bar 99 
per cent of United States fam- 
ilies from entering any such 
contest, in Jerez it only keeps 
the number of applicants with- 
in reasonable bounds.

During 
the day, except in mating season, they normally stay: 
hidden under boulders or old'logs. There are about 
40 members of this family and some of the largest 
ones in South America are probably capable of catch- 
ing small birds.

OU’LL wait a long time for 
Yy: woman President if teen- 

agers—the voters of tomor- 
row—have their way. 

Nine-tenths of high school 
boys feel the job is too tough 
and too complex for a woman, 
And while many girls in the 
same age bracket believe a 
woman could handle the office 
all right, 58 per cent say—for 
various reasons—that the wom- 
en had better direct their polit- 
ical ambitions elsewhere. 

To governorships, for exam- 
ple. Many more youngsters say 
women could make good gover- 
nors. Or to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, Fifty-seven 
per cent of the boys and 73 per 
cent of the girls believe women 
could serve capably on the high 
tribunal. 


These reactions turned up in 
our nation-wide survey on the 
youngsters’ views of woman's 
place in the higher spheres of 
public life and business, 


The question of a woman 
President is often batted around 
in election years. Former Pres- 
ident Harry S, Truman has said 
that a woman may well occupy 
the White House some day. And 
President Eisenhower has said 
that women are competent for 
the office—though too smart to 
seek it. 


But 92 per cent of the boys 
we queried disagree sharply. 
They’re canvinced the presi- 
dency is a job well beyond a 
woman's capacities. 


“Dames,” as one Chicago 
youngster expressed it, “ar@ too 
temperamental. The first thing 


you know they lose their tem- ~ 


pers, Boy, the country will be 
in a real mess the day a wom- 
an President takes office.” 

Our survey indicates that 
many boys strongly suspect a 
woman's place is in the home— 
not on the political hustings. 
Here's how a lad from Minne- 
apolis, speaking in the authentic 
voice of the Nineteenth Century, 
viewed things:

Avoiding the Doctor

A« APPLE a day is supposed to keep the doctor away 


from you; but what keeps YOU away from the doctor? 


People used to stay away from the dentist, too. But 


that profession, over the yeafs, wisely stressed the need for 


semi-yearly checkups to 
preserve your teeth. The 
campaign has caught on. 
When I was a boy, few if 
any of my friends ever saw 
the inside of a dentist's of- 
* fice, for prophylactic work. 
Only a  toothache—and 
there were quite a few in 
those days—introduced us 
to the man in the white 
coat who came at us with 
the nerve-shattering dental 
: a ee burr. Today your dentist's 
"DR. PETER STEINCROHN office is filled with uncom- 
plaining children from the age of 3 up. 

Lately we physicians have been advising annual check- 
ups. Like our friends the dentists, we say that you should 
come before you get the ache. Insurance companies also 
have been stressing the advisability of taking advantage of 
what preventive medicine has to offer. They can furnish 
statistics that prove you will live longer if you have periodic 
medical surveys.

THIS BEING TRUE, what keeps so many intelligent 
persons away from their doctors? 

There are a number of reasons. Let me tell you a few: 

Money is one. People say: “I can’t afford it. I hear it 
costs an awful lot. I'll save my fee for when I really need 
it.” 

Another reason is fear. “I won't go,” says one man, 
“because I haven’t got the nerve to hear the truth. If he 
tells me my heart’s bad or if he finds a cancer I'd die of 
fright.” 

I am sure that many persons don’t go to their doctor 
because they are prudish. They are too sensitive to submit 
to intimate physical examinations. They say, “When I think 
of getting up on that table and the doctor looking me all 
over, I get goose pimples.” 

Then there are those who hesitate to “bother the doc- 
tor.” They say: “My doctor’s a very busy man. Why take 
up his time with a silly examination to see how I am when 
I am feeling well? He needs every minute he can spare 
in taking care of his really sick patiepts.”

I WISH I COULD SIT DOWN with each reader for an 
unhurried chat and tell you, at length, that these are poor 
reasons for staying away from your doctor. Not being able 
to chat, let me give you some advice here. 

Although it is true that some physical evaluations cost 
quite a bit of mcney—X-fsys, laboratory tests, consultations 
and- special examinations—this is not the usual experience. 
If you are interested in having a physical, why not call 
your doctor or a good internist and ask the routine charge 
for a checkup? He may say $10 to $25. If the former, ask 
him what it includes, If the latter, ask if that covers the 
cost of fluoroscopic, electrocardiogram, X-ray and blood 
count tests. You should be no more hesitant about asking | 
the price and quality of your examination than in asking 
the price of shoes or a-suit,

DON’T BE AFRAID of bothering the doctor. Most 
doctors would rather discover cancer or tuberculosis early 
than treat it too late. : 

If you are afraid to learn the truth, I suppose there is 
little I can say, except that it is sometimes the frightened 
persons who have real cause for being Scared later. They 
come too late to be helped. 

Prudery? Well, I think all of us are shy and hesitant 
about being exposed jn front of doctor and nurse. It may 
help you to think of it this way: It takes a lot to shock a 
doctor. Seeing “people like you—and examining you—is 
just part of his daily job.

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A Moving Man With $1,000,000 Cargo 


He Has Hauled Big Ones Before but Says, 'Whew,' When Art Treasures Are Safe at City Museum

HE United States is a gypsy 
T natio ith some 
100,000 nomadic Americans 


man’s huge chariot, a shiny 
whopper of a 1956 cab-over 
tractor hauling a 2500-cubic- 
foot van, which is big enough to 
carry 87 washing machines. 


» Holsman is a typical movin 
man and, as he double-clutch 
his way blithely but carefully 
through the purgatory of St. 
Louis traffic, he told us about 
the life a typical moving man 
lives, and essentially it is a 
business firm on wheels. He 
did not have a particularly typ- 
ical cargo, right then. 

He was not hauling 87 wash- 
ing machines into St. Louis, but 
a million or so dollars’ worth of 
paintings, which he was exceed- 
ingly happy to get rid of be- 
cause of the strain of it all. 

He was one of three North 
American Van Lines drivers, 
owner-operators, who hauled 
the Walter P. C ler Jr. ex- 
hibition of 101 paintings valued 
at $3,500,000 from Minneapolis 
into St. Louis, current stop on a 
city-to-city tour. (The exhibit 
will open to the public tomor- 
row at the Art Museum in 
Forest Park. It will continue 
through Nov. 19.) 

“Whew,” stated Holsman, of- 
ficially for publication, once the 
Rembrandts, Toulouse-Lautrecs, 
Van Goghs, et al., were safely 
unloaded at the museum. 

Holsman has pulled million- 
dollar loads before in his 30- 
odd years as a trucker; fighter 
plane engines, for instance. 

“And brains,” he said, halting 
dead at a school stop on a de- 
serted street. 

“Brains?” 

“Those electronic brains,” he 
said. “You know.” 

“Whew,” he said. 

Nevertheless, despite all his 
experience, the art cargo caused 
a certain added stress—elec- 
tronic brains are expendable, 
more or less, but Monets are 
definitely not. 

Of course, the paintings were 
under protection. There was no 
actual police escort, as such, and 
it was all rather mysterious, but 
the general feeling was that 
hijatkers might have consider- 
ably more difficulty knocking 
over these trucks than the 
equivalent number of, say, 
sardine vans.

“Nope,” he said. “Basically, 
it was just another load.”

Driv- 
ers unloaded in a city may be 
dispatched to any given city in 
the nation. And—art aside as a 
notable exception — Holsman’s 
business primarily is furniture, 
yours, mine, or the furniture of 
anyone desiring to get from 
here to there. And a rather 
profitable business it is, requir- 
ing great skill and industry but 
with a pretty good net profit. 

Our old high school principal, 
an intense man always eating 
pills and miracle drugs, used to 
warn the mavericks in his fold 
to pay more attention to learn- 
ing lest they end up driving a 
truck. We do hope he has up- 
dated his warning. The best pro- 
fessional truck drivers in 
America today serve a lot better 
as good examples rather than 
anything else. 

Holsman is one of these 
specialists. He’s a farm boy who 
started to work early, hired out 
in his youth, learned to drive a 
Model-T, began odd-job hauling, 
then regular truck driving. Back 
in the '40s he took on a full- 
time eight-hour job and addi- 
tionally an eight-hour truck- 
driving job, made a _ stake, 
bought his own rig. 

He went with North American 
ll years ago under the owner-

operator system. He buys his 
own tractor. (His new one, 
with innerspring mattress, cur- 
tains on the windows and eight 
forward speeds, cost him right 
at $10,000.) The company fur- 
nishes the van. (About $8000.) 
He buys his own fuel, pays his 
own help. The company takes 
care of such things as licenses, 
permits. He gets 50 per cent 
of moving fees, roughly. 


His family in Des Moines sees 
him only about two months out 
of 12. Rest of the time he’s on 
the road, some 80,000 miles a 
year. He figures he’s driven 
about a million and a half miles. 
(With only a single traffic tick- 
et, in which he may have set an 
American precedent by telling 
the astounded policeman that 
indeed he had been speeding 
and sorry. The policeman re- 
covered but was never the 
same.) 


Holsman, a tanned and fit 
man of 48, just came back from 
a Canadian fishing vacation. 
(Caught several northern pike 
this long.) His 12-year-old 
daughter is a _ prize-winning 
horseshow rider, who has her 
own horse. His 18-year-old. son 
is in college, will study medi- 
cine. 


He figures his annual income 
at well over $10,000. Some 
drivers make less; up to $15,000 
is‘not uncommon. Many driv- 
ers have college degrees; Hols- 
man knows one ex-lawyer driv- 
ing. 

The do-it-yourself trend 
(rented trailer) hasn’t hurt the 
moving business, he said. “Folks 
never try it but once,” he 
laughed. His company gives 
new men extensive training. 

“IT didn’t finish high school,” 
said Holsman, a friendly, 
thorough man of German de- 
scent who smokes cigars and.

For most washing jobs you 
use about one tablespoon of the 
powder to each gallon of warm 
water. A stronger solution can 
be used as a paint and varnish 
remover. While the water used 
in mixing does roughen up the 
wood surface which will later 
have to be sanded smooth, tri- 
sodium phosphate is neverthe- 
less a good paint remover. It is 
non-inflammable and does not 
give out toxic fumes. It’s inex- 
pensive, too. 

If you wish to make a paint 
and varnish remover, use about 
three-quarter cup of trisodium 
to each quart of water. If you 
wish to make a paste type re- 
mover for use on vertical sur- 
faces, just add some powdered 
whiting to the solution to form 
a paste that will stick to the 
surface.

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NEW furniture arrange- 
ment ‘in. front of the fire- 
place can make the room 

more comfortable and accomp- 
lish a welcome change. And an 
idea that’s. different from the 
usual facing of pairs of chairs, 
love seats or sofas can do 
wonders for the style of the 
room. 

Here are three starting points 
for ideas of your own.

THE ONE at top left is an 
especially good plan for the 
room where best arrangement 
divides one area from another 
—the line-up facing the fire- 
place gracefully becomes a 
room, divider, and no room 
divider cabinet is needed. ¢ 

There's a lot of flexibility in 
this arrangement. Upholstered 
units no longer than love seats 
can be used, or they can be 
two sofas as long as there's 
room for them. Or a sofa and a

Notice how the long table 
beside the chair with its back 
to the fireplace places the chair 
with it far enough away to 
provide plenty of comfortable 
knee room with both chairs.
